of Jacob's well called the attention of the woman
of Bychar to the lving wuter, “‘of which, I
man drink, he shall Hve torever.” And the
golden vine, which glittered ovey the doors of
Herod's temple, was made to typify. in a touch-
Ing manner, the union subsisting between Clrlst
and his people.

8o largely, indeed, did our Lord employ on:
form of illustration, lu his addresses to the mul-
titndes who thronged to hear him, that the
Evangelist emphatically remarks:—“Without a
parable spake he not unto them."—Groser.

Spurgeon on Valn Dispiny.

Aveld all pedantry. Asa general rule [t may
Le observed that those gentlemen who know the
least Greek are the most gure to alr their rags
of learning In the pulpit; they miss no chance of
gaying, “The Greek Is 20 and s0.” It makes a
man an inch and a half taller by a foolometer,
1f he everlastingly lets fall bits of Greck and
Hebrew, and oven tells the people the tense of
ithe verb, and the case of the noun, as I have
kuown some (o do, Those who have no learn-
ing uwsually make a point of displaying the pegs
on which learning onght to hang. The whole
process of interpretation is to be earried on in
your gtudy: you are not to show your congrega-
tion the process, but to give them the result;
like a good eook, who would never think of
bringing up dishes, aud pans, and rolling-pin,
and splee-box into the dining-hall, but, without
ostentation sends up the feast.

Do not needlessly amend onr authorized ver-
sion. It is fanlty in many places, but still it is
a grand work, taking it for allin all; and it is
unwise to be making every old lady distrust the
ouly Bible she ean get—or what is more likely,
distrust you for falling out with ber cherished
treasure. Correct where correction mnet be for
truth's suke, but never for the yalnglorions dis-
play of your critieal ability,

It is to be the gift of a liberal member
of the Eplscopal Church, and will bo thoe place of
worship for tﬂu interesting community there re-
siding. On this ocension Dr. Muhlenberg made
a declaration to the effect that this church was
to be s testimony to the unity of all true be-
licvers in Christ, The pastor in charge is always
to be in Episcopal orders; but the pulpit is to be
open to minlsters of the varlous evangelical
churches,

—A church congress was opened in Liverpool
Oct. 5. The Dean of Chester, who presided,
preached a sermon, in which he forclbly depre-
eated the evils of party spirit in the Church,
The Archdeacon ol Ely read an elaborate paper
on the 8ystonm of Clerieal and Lay Ropresenga-
tion of the Diocese of Ely. The practical results
of the system appenr to be fruitfally conserva-
tive and evangelical. Rev, T. E. Espin discussed
the subject of the Supply and Training of the
Clergy, The number ordained in 1862 fiad sunk
to 480, 208 of whom were from the old univer-
glties. In 1808 it had risen to 600, of whom
983 were from Oxford and Cambridge. In
1853, however, 632 were ordained, so that after
all there woas no decided goln. In discussing
Knlmst-s of nnbelief aud how (o meet them, the

‘fear of Surbilon insisted that the safety of the
Church consisted in a Lolder and flrmer attitode
—ministerinlly, In 4 wiwore carnest, plain, and
practical imitation of apostolie preaching. In
congidering the subject of education (Inelud-
ing Bunday 8chools), the Archdencon of Mont-
an:rry gnid ke hnd seen it stated that the Chap-
ain of Manchestor Jail had reported that of
sevon hundred Protestant eriminals in that jail
elghty-one had been Sunday SBchool teachers;
and out of 4O eriminals, 593 had been In Sunday
Behools as scholars, on an average ef six or seven
yoears eacli. Some probable causes of this state
of things wore stated.  Rev, Dr. Blakeney read
n long papor, in whiehh he urged bringing the
Litany into far more frequent and prominent
use, It was a plea for ritualism. An interesting
discussion on “"The Weekly Offertory and Alimns-
giving” was bhad, The noeessity of an Increase
in glfts both of service and ol money was im-
pressively set forth. At a meeting in the inte-
rest of the Centrul Africe missions. the Arch-
descon of Taunton advised the ladies to turn
their trains, and the men thelr cizars, into
money for the mission .

BAPTIST,

—The Bapfis! calls special attentlon to the
fuct that In its report of revivals, “‘quite a num-
ber of the additions are from the ranks of
Catholics and Campbellifes.”

—Rev. I, IL Gray, D. D., late ¢hapliin of the
United States Senate, has accepted a call from
the church at Shelburne Falle, Mass., whom he

" has already twice served as pastor.

—The Chicngo Baptist Theological Seminary
is endeavoring to sccure the valuable library of
the late Dr, Mengstenborg, of Berlin, It con-
tnins 12L000 volumes, and Is =aid to be one of the
most valnable exegetical libraries in the world,
The price is 300,000, The library of Neunder
was purchased by the Rocliester Theological
Seminary.

—Trevor and Colzate, who nre among the cold
dealers of New York, and who gave the Baptist
church at Yonkers o fine stone honge, at a cost
of one hundred and ifty thousand dollars, were
enlled npon by the agent of the Baptist chureh
cdifice fund in the midst of the lnle exeitement,
and after o few mowments' consultation, pledeed
fifty thousand dollars, gave a eheek for ten
thousand, nnd said they would pay the balance
in o foew days.

—The Freewill Baptists have beld their anni-
versaries, ond given, as usual, a lavge park of
thelr attention to thelr educational institutes,
Their Theological School 1s at New Hamplon,
N. H., and the location plesses very few. The
effort to move it to Haverhill, Mass., secms to
be a fafllure; and now it was decided to have it
located in Bufialo, and to conneet o college with
it, l.ro\'ilh_n_l #100,000 conld be securad for ground
and buildings and £200,000 for endowment. For
the encouragement of those who were dis-
courngzed at the long delay, It was said that the
General Baptiste of England deliberated for
thirty years before deciding on o loecation which
was eatisfactory,

—The Roman Catholics of Mountresl have re-
ceived some velics of St, Zeno, who, with 10,000
{ollowaers, 18 reported to have been martyred for
retnining his fuith while in the Roman army.
The procession netted 32000 for the priests, as
Inpge prices were paid for artificial palm-leaves
which had touched the case which contains the
ashes of 8t Zeno and his followers,

—The Roman CUntholic JQablet, :-]\t‘..thillg‘ ol
Father Hyneluthe's desire to have Romanism
allv izelf with modern clvilization, says that
gince the publication of the Pope’s Encyelical
and Syllabns of December, 18450, no good Catho-
lie could take =uch position: and that since
then Dr. Brownson bus =0 farv yvielded his pre-
vious indgment as to defend the Byvllabus as the
great Taet of the century. It alsoadds that the
Catholie World is becominge more nnd more con-
servative, thoueh it has seenied to lean too much
to “Liberal Catholleity.”

4. Missionary work, wherever called for, Bun-
dpy Behool Interests and relief funds, wherever
located or Instituted, should recelve generous
ald and increasce.

H. A publication fund or funds, divorced from
private enterprise and  interest, and conducted
for the pecuntary benefit of the Charchy 15 com-
mended to the liberallty of Universalists every-
where.

. As n Bpecial Memorial Offering, the sum of
two hundred thousand dollars (2200,000) shonld
Lo raised, to be knownas the Murray Contenary
Fund, to be vested in the Board of Trastees of
the General Convention, and the income used
under their direction, and In the ald of theolo-
gical students, the distribution of Unlvaersalist
literature, ehurch extension, aud the missionary
canse.
